High school proposes responsible 
attendance plan

The Didsbury High School will 
be implementing a unique attend¬ 
ance plan for its grade 12 students 
in the second half of this year. 

Starting in the second semester, 
grade 12 students w ill no longer be 
required to account for every' ab¬ 
sence According to Principal Ian 
Taylor, the idea is to give grade 12 
students more responsibility for 
their own education and to ease 
some of the workload for adminis¬ 
trative staff 

“Previously, if a student was 
absent, they had to bring a note to 
get back into class Ifthev forgot it. 
then the school secretary would 
call their home to find out where 
they had been With this new sys¬ 
tem. we will still track attendance, 
but parents will only be notified at 
a certain point.” he said 


Taylor, who introduced the idea 
at the last school board meeting, 
said the idea has the support of the 
school’s staff and parent advisory 
committee He said there arc sev¬ 
eral reasons why they feel this sy s¬ 
tem will be more effective. 

‘ ’The ideas is to cut back admin- 
istrativc time and to give kids more 
of a sense of responsibility. “ he 
said “There are many examples of 
students who did very well in high 
school who experience difficulties 
in the less structured environment 
of university or college This plan 
helps prepare them a little for that.” 

Taylor also said the former sys¬ 
tem of checking out ev ery absence 
with parents no longer works ef¬ 
fectively in today s society where 
students arc increasingly living on 
their own by grade 12. 

“The idea that we plan to con¬ 
vey to the students is that they are 
the ultimate losers if they miss 


classes Alberta Education used to 
stress credits based on the hours a 
student was in class and they could 
hold back credits if attendance was 
low. Now the emphasis is just on 
schools providing the opportunity 
for the time in classes ” 

But while the school board gave 
its conditional approval of the plan 
for next semester, they did ques¬ 
tion whether or not grade 12 stu¬ 
dents could handle the added re¬ 
sponsibility 

“I don’t think all the students 
arc at a point in their lives where 
they can be responsible enough,” 
said Tnistcc Murray Snyder “I 
think we arc going to lose some 
kids through the cracks.” 

Students who wish to partici¬ 
pate in the new attendance plan for 
the New Year will have to get 
permission from their parents.

In grade 12, parents and teachers still have a great deal 
of influence over a student’s life It is the best opportunity 
to teach them individual responsibility while they still have 
the safety net to protect them It is also a great opportunity 
to teach students the difference between rights and respon¬ 
sibilities Teach the students to become responsible for 
their own education and they just may apply that lesson 
throughout the rest of their lives

Dear Editor: 

As our planet shrinks under the 
probing eyes of news-starved cam¬ 
eras. I've been shocked by the hor¬ 
rors of the civil war in Bosnia, the 
famine in East Africa and the hu¬ 
man rights abuses everywhere. It 
takes more than switching to an¬ 
other channel to make the problem 
go away. We can no longer afford 
to shrug our shoulders in indiffer¬ 
ence and look the other way. 

This past summer I had the op¬ 
portunity. as part of World Vision's 
30 Hour Famine, to visit Senegal. 
West Africa, a country afflicted by 
a drought which has lasted more 
than 10 years. 

What I saw touched me deeply 

World Vision, which has been 
involved in much of Senegal since 


1986. was celebrating the drilling 
of its 400th well w hile 1 was there 
As I visited rural communities I 
began to appreciate what each one 
of these w ells and pumps meant to 
the 400 villages they served. 

In the wake of these wells came 
the women's co-ops. the schools, 
the market gardens, and the laugh¬ 
ing faces of children w ho now had 
a future Women no longer had to 
walk 12-kilomctrc round trips to 
get a pail of w ater from a polluted 
water hole 1 was among proud and 
industrious people w ho were grate¬ 
ful for renewed hope 

I felt proud of my students w ho 
two years running had raised 
enough funds through the World 
Vision 30 Hour Famine to equip 
two villages with deep wells and 


hand pumps I could not wait to get 
back to share with them the impact 
of their efforts. 

There is no longer an excuse for 
looking the other way - we can all 
do the right thing. I'm writing this 
letter because I want to thank the 
thousands of B.C. teens who par¬ 
ticipated in last year's 30 Hour 
Famine After seeing how effi¬ 
ciently the money was spent in 
Senegal. I can say the 30 Hour 
Famine is well worth doing again. 
This year I urge teens throughout 
B.C. and Alberta to get involved 
and be part of the solution.

$300,000 last week from the provincial government for up¬

“(This proposal| will not ben¬ 
efit either of us except for those 
benefits that all Albertans would 
receive from a fiscally sound and 
prosperous economy.” Kohut noted

“I’ve got a lot of friends out of 
work and others that arc worried 
about being laid off” Kohut said 
“If [our proposal) reduces unem¬ 
ployment even by ten percent. I 
would say that’s pretty spectacu¬ 
lar." 

The proposal outlines both di¬ 
rect and indirect results, although 
Kohut said precise figures were 
hard to obtain 

“We were unable to find out the 
exact amount of funds allocated to 
businesses by the government be¬ 
cause the money is spread over 
different budgets and portfolios."

Obviously, putting people back 
to work would reduce the pay out in 
social programs and unemploy¬ 
ment, but Kohut considers the fea¬ 
sible ‘spin-offs’ especially gratify¬ 
ing.

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Secrets to healthier, longer-lasting trees 


Christmas trees are the 
centerpiece of many joyous holi¬ 
day festivities. Children dream of 
presents under their Christmas tree 
for weeks before December 25, 
families gather around their tree to 
sing carols, and friends trim their 
trees while sharing holiday wishes. 
They are such a pivotal part of 
Christmas tradition, yet most peo¬ 
ple don't take enough time to pre¬ 
pare their Christmas trees for the 
long holiday season 

According to Jerry Baker, 
America’s Master Gardener, and 
author of more than 35 books on 
gardening. "If you follow a few 
easy steps, you can have the best¬ 
looking. longest-lasting Christmas 
tree on your block." 

The single most important thing 
to do is select a fresh tree. Most 
Christmas trees arc cut in late Sep¬ 
tember and arc stockpiled until mid- 
November. so be careful Baker 
says you can determine if a tree is 
fresh by doing the following: 

• Bend a branch or two If it 
snaps back quickly and appears 
flexible - it's a keeper. 

• Pinch the needles If there is 
some sap left on your fingers and 
the needles are green - grab it. 

• Give the tree a good hard 
shake If a bunch of needles fall off 
- leave it in the lot. 

Most people think that once you 
have selected the tree, the next step 
is to bring it indoors and begin 
decorating "But don't rush the in¬ 
troductions." says Baker Before 
bringing your tree indoors, Baker 
recommends the following four 
steps to ensure that you have a 
happy and healthy tree well through 
the holiday season: 

1. Trim your tree. Saw approxi¬ 
mately one inch off the bottom of 
the tree's trunk to remove dried sap

2. Give your tree a bath. That's 
right! Baker says to spray your tree 
with a mixture of three cups of 
warm water and one cup dishsoap 
combined in your 20-gallon hose- 
end sprayer. Wash dow n the entire 
tree. This will kill any bugs that 
might otherwise gobble up your 
holiday goodies. 

3. Give your tree a good coat. 
Spray it with a plant protector like 
CloudCover to lock in the mois- 
turq. 

4 Soak its feet overnight. Fill a 
bucket with extra warm water and 
add one-quarter cup of clear com 
syrup and a tablespoon of dry 
bleach Set the base of the tree in 
the bucket and keep it there over¬ 
night. 

Now you're ready to bring your 
tree indoors 

Once you bring your tree in¬ 
doors. keep it away from direct 
heat and flames. And be sure to 
water frequently. Household heat 
is very drying to Christmas trees, 
so be sure to check the water daily. 

"Last, but definitely not least." 
says Baker, "it is important to feed 
your Christmas tree, because trees 
are like people and need to eat." 
Baker recommends feeding your 
Christmas tree his " Yuletide Tonic" 
at least once a week: 

1 gallon very hot water 

2 cups clear com syrup 

2 tablespoons bleach

The third Sunday in Advent is 
sometimes called "rejoice" Sun¬ 
day. It is a time to think about joy 
and rejoicing - an important theme 
for us as we look forward to Christ¬ 
mas Sometimes, however, we have 
a tendency to mistake fun for joy. 

When the famous Russian writer 
Maxim Gorky visitcdthcU.S. many 
years ago he was taken to Coney 


Island to be "shown the time of his 
life." He was taken to every attrac¬ 
tion offered by the carnival and 
then asked how he liked it. He 
thought a moment and then re¬ 
plied. "What a sad people you must 
be " 

Gorky touched a raw nerve then 
which remains with us still. We 
seem to need more and more exter¬ 
nal diversions because we have 
fewer and fewer internal resources 
The result is that we settle for "fun" 


rather than experiencing real joy. 
That is not to say that we should not 
have fun but fun docs not take us far 
enough As Mark Twain said when 
he broke his leg. "I am having fun. 
but of a MILD sort!" 

To experience joy is to be 
touched to the depths of our souls 
Each of us will have had experi¬ 
ences that have given us great joy. 
They may be as varied as experi¬ 
encing the beauty of a star filled 
night, seeing our first bornchildfor 


the first time, the joy of eating a 
meal w hen we arc very hungry or 
the thrill of being with people we 
love and care about. Whatever the 
experience may be it is of a special 
quality. 

Jesus talked a lot about joy and 
rejoicing It wasa prev ailing theme 
in many of the parables he told 
The father of the prodigal son in¬ 
sisted the rest of his family should 
rejoice and celebrate when his son 
returned. The widow who found 


the lost coin was delighted and 
rejoiced at her good fortune The 
shepherd rejoiced at finding the 
lost sheep The story of Jesus' birth 
is also put into the context of joy 
and rejoicing. "Rejoice, the Lord 
has come!" 

May this Christmas season be a 
time for doing 'Tun things." but 
may it also be a time of deep and 
abiding joy for one and all Sha¬ 
lom! God be with you.

Instead 
ot serving the usual hors d'oeuvres and 
champagne seen year after year at New 
'tear s bashes, try a different approach. 

Why not protest the onset of winter 
by having a summertime/tropical 
party? There are no rules when it 
comes to New Year's party themes. 
Have everyone wear Hawaiian shirts, 
leis and sunglasses. Decorate with 
paper palm trees, a giant paper sun 
and other colorful decorations of all 
kinds...the possibilities are endless. 

Serve tropical drinks and foods that 
fit the theme (seafood is perfect). 
Following are two seatood recipe ideas 
reproduced from Cook ii Li^ht by 
Jeanne Jones (Macmillan). 

CRAB QUICHE 

'U medium onion, finely chopped 
(V« cup) 

2 cups crabmeat. flaked 

'Ii pound Cheddar cheese, grated 


(2 cups) 

3 eggs, lightly beaten 

1 12-ounce can skimmed 
evaporated milk 

l h teaspoon salt 

Cook the onions, covered, over very 
low heat until soft, adding a little water 
if necessary to prevent scorching. 

Line the bottom of a 9-inch pie pan 
with the crabmeat. Sprinkle the cooked 
onions over the crabmeat. Sprinkle the 
grated cheese over the top of the mix¬ 
ture. 

Combine the eggs, milk, and salt and 
mix well. Pour over the other ingredi¬ 
ents. 

Bake in a preheated 350°F oven for 
I hour. Allow to stand for at least 10 
minutes before cutting into eight pie¬ 
shaped wedges. 

Makes 8 servings. 

SALMON MOUSSE 


leek, green part only, cut into 
very thin strips 
cup part-skim ricotta cheese 
tablespoons plain nonfat 
yogurt 

pound salmon, without bones 
pound bass, without bones 
eggs 

teaspoon salt 

teaspoon freshly ground black 
pepper 

Corn-oil margarine 


2 tablespoons raspberry vinegar 

I shallot, finely chopped 

(1 tablespoon) 

1 cup clam juice 
6 raspberries for garnish 
(optional) 

Cook the leek in boiling water until 
limp. Drain and put in a bowl of ice 
water. Drain and set aside. 

Combine the ricotta cheese and 
yogurt in a food processor with a metal 
blade. Blend until satiny-smooth. Add 
the fish to the ricotta cheese mixture in 
the food processor along with the eggs, 
salt, and pepper and blend until satin 
smooth. 

Coat six 3-inch ramekins with the 
margarine. Fill each ramekin up to 7* 
inch from the top. Set the ramekins in a 
baking dish filled with hot water to a 
depth of ’/« inch. Place the dish with 
the ramekins in a preheated 350°F 
oven for 20 minutes. 


While the mousse is baking, com¬ 
bine the raspberry vinegar and shal¬ 
lot in a small saucepan. Bring to a 
boil and reduce completely. Add the 
clam juice or fish stock and reduce 
by half. 

Remove the ramekins from the oven. 
Drain each mousse by turning it upside 
down on a paper towel to remove any 
melted margarine, then put back in the 
ramekin. 

To serve, unmold the mousse on 
salad plates. Bring the sauce back to a 
boil, then remove from the heat. Add I 
tablespoon margarine and shake the 
pan until the margarine has melted 
completely. Spoon I tablespoon of the 
sauce over the top of each mousse. To 
garnish, surround each mousse with 
strips of leek, which will look like sea¬ 
weed. If you wish, place a raspberry on 
top of each mousse. 

Makes 6 servings.

& Chang). The Pina Colada is an all- 
time favorite, and the Flying Kangaroo 
is a variation of it...with a twist (and an 
interesting name. too). For those New 
Year’s Eve designated drivers and 
those who just prefer not to drink, 
Coconut Lips is a delicious, non-alco¬ 
holic treat. 

PINA COLADA 
(ORIGINAL VERSION) 

1 scoop crushed ice 
‘It oz. sweet cream 
‘It oz. coconut cream 

2 oz. pineapple juice 
2 oz. white rum 

Mix in a shaker or blender. Serve in 
a highball glass.

Warning, a new disease known 
as Bird Fever has struck the prov ¬ 
ince of Alberta. The symptoms, 
though seldom fatal, may be in¬ 
duced by birdwatching They in¬ 
clude a habit of staring into trees 
and shrubs for hours, and an unu¬ 
sual level of excitability caused by 
proper bird identification 
Warning this disease is highly 
contagious. Those inflicted must 
contact their local birding or natu¬ 
ral history club immediately , and 
sign up as participants in one of 
Albert a's67 Christmas Bird Counts

The popular count 
at Fort MeMurray holds the record 
for the most common ravens (620)! 

There were many special 
sightings during the 1992 count 
which enhanced our knowledge of 
Alberta's w inter birds A cardinal, 
glowing ruby red in the sunlight, 
was observed at Fort Saskatchewan, 
a three-toed woodpecker graced 
the count in Medicine Hat and a 
hooded merganser dov e under the 
talons of an eagle in Banff Most 
waterfowl, raptors and finches were 
in especially low numbers last year. 
Finches were low because of re¬ 
cent poor cone crops in pine and 
spruce. 

This year's count may produce 
increased numbers of finches be¬ 
cause of a good cone and seed crop 


and increased numbers of northern 
owl species and rough-legged 
hawks because of favorable breed¬ 
ing conditions and rebounding 
populations of small mammals in 
many areas However, the wet and 
cool summer in southern Alberta 
may have negatively impacted 
many ground and prairie nesting 
species such as sharp-tailed grouse, 
homed lark and the once common 
short-cared owl On the bright side, 
birders in High Level, the Owl 
Capital ofCanada. and other counts 
in the far north (Fort Vermilion. 
Elcskc Shrine. La Crete) hope to 
set world records for great gray and 
northern hawk owls. Christmas 
Bird Counts are helping uncover 
many mysteries of bird ecology in 
Alberta.

Christmas Czechs courtesy of the Grizzlys

Four of the players on the Griz¬ 
zly roster, notable for more than 
their established on-ice talents, arc 
Mark Tatar. Miro Skovira. John 
Pou/nr and John Dlouhy. Natives 
of the dual Czechoslovakian na¬ 
tions. they furnish a unique per¬ 
spective of Canadian life 

Conversation with the Czech 
players can become cryptic when 
the dialogue strays from hockey 
terms, so Tatar's translations on 
behalf of the other three players 
were augmented by explanations 
by coach Stewart and host 'par¬ 
ents’ The results were both inter¬ 
esting and enlightening. 

The initial question, 'What 
would you like for Christmas?’, 
innocuous by Canadian standards, 
evoked looks of surprise from the 
four Slovaks treat gift-giving as a 
courtesy, accepting presents with 
appreciation without requests for 
specific items Small children arc 
excused such a blatant lapse in 
etiquette, but it was obvious the 
players were somewhat taken aback 
that an adult would begin with such 
a shocking display of poor man¬ 
ners. 

Forgiving the unintentional er¬ 
ror. the players settled back and 
agreeably resumed the interview. 

A question about food evolved 
into a commercial for McDonalds 

' ‘ What is our fav orite Canadian 
food ?” Tatar relayed to the others 
with a grin. Four voices sang out in 
unison: "hamburgers!” 

“They'd eat hamburgers for 
breakfast lunch and dinner if they 
could.” Grizzly coachChris Stewart 
asserted. 

Tatar and Skovira stay with Dan 
and Audrey Wourms and Dlouhy 
and Pouzar arc billeted with George 
and Darlene Munchinsky in Olds. 
Both host families say Stewart’s 
favorite food assessment is right on 
the money. 

“We took the boys Christmas 
shopping.” Audrey Wourms con¬ 
veyed, “We thought we'd take them 
out to a nice restaurant. We asked 
them w hat kind of food they ’d like 
and they both said, ‘Can we go to 
McDonalds?’ And that was the 
highlight of the trip for them" 

Identical foods take on distinc¬ 
tive tastes in different countries. 


and bread was mentioned by sev ¬ 
eral players as an example. Tatar 
misses the hard black bread he 
grew up with, while Skovira de¬ 
vours white sandwich bread with 
gusto. 

‘' When I make homemade bread 
and buns they disappear before you 
know it,” Wourms related “I could 
make ten dozen buns twice a day 
and they’d be gone. I may have to 
put some in a neighbor's freezer so 
we’ll have some baking left for 
Christmas!” 

Although born in Canada, the 
Munchinsky’s arc of Czech de¬ 
scent They are able to converse 
with the players in their native 
tongue and prepare familiar dishes 
the players relish Audrey Wourms 
has also mastered a few Czech 
dishes under the boys’ tutelage, 
although the appeal of some of the 
dishes escapes her. 

“One night Mark scrambled 
about eight eggs and added maca¬ 
roni He used almost half a pound 
of true butter and added grated 
cheese. All that cholesterol! I can’t 
believe it would be that good for 
them- health-wise or taste-wise, 
but when it was ready both boys 
went. ‘Yum-yum!’” 

Avid fans of European soccer, 
the four catch spend a fair amount 
of leisure time in front of the televi¬ 
sion set. 

“One of the other players lent 
them an old Nintendo game.” 
Munchinsky said, adding. “They’ll 
play with that by the hour, and 
they're good at it.” 

Women’s liberation is appar¬ 
ently a novel concept to the Czechs, 
and both host families promptly 
initiated the lads in Canadian do¬ 
mestic customs 

‘ ‘One of the first things we said 
to them was. if you guys want to 
be happy here, you'll have to learn 
that North American girls aren’t 
goi ng to cater to you, ’' ’ Munchi nsky 
said. 

Wourms concurred, relating a 
story involving Tatar. 

“I have very have strict house 
rules and the boys have to pitch in 
One day I came home and Mark 
was wiping up something that had 
spilled on the floor. I said. ‘I wish 
I had a camera-1’d take a picture of 
you and send it to your mother.’ 
Mark said. 'Don’t you dare tell mv 


mother! She’d make me scrub floors 
when I go home!”’ 

For his part. Tatar is looking 
forward to celebrating the Christ¬ 
mas holidays with his family. 

“Most families don’t eat meat, 
justfish," he said, relating a typical 
Christmas Eve in his homeland 
“We usually have a big supper on 


December 24. and after supper we 
go to the tree and take presents. ” 
Tatar and Skovira will be head¬ 
ing home for Christmas while the 
two Johns will be staying in Canada 
One will be heading to Ottawa to 
spend Christmas with an uncle, 
and the other will be enjoying his 
first Canadian Christmas with the 


Munchinskys. Although the 
Wourms family will be gathering 
for the holidays, the absence of 
Tatar and Skovira will be felt 
“You really do become a fam¬ 
ily,” Wourms said" We spend a lot 
of time together and I’m going to 
miss them when they go home for 
Christmas.”

The rise of those "infernally combusting engines"

Rustico, Prince Edward Island. 
1866 - How did a parish priest 
cause a sensation at the Saint Jean 
Baptiste Day picnic in this small 
community? 

What was supposed to be a typi¬ 
cal celebration became an historic 
event, when Father George 
Belacourt surprised his Island pa¬ 
rishioners by arriving in a steam- 
propelled vehicle. which is believed 
to have been the first of its kind in 
British North America. 

The vehicle Father Belacourt 
imported from New Jersey was a 
great crowd plcascr The 
Charlottetown Examiner reported: 
"With wonder and delight it was 
observed steaming away at a fast 
speed ." 

The witnessing of the dawn of a 
new era of transportation ended 
when the priest lost control of the 
newfangled contraption and veered 
into a field 

The follow ing year. Henry Seth 
Tay lor of Stanstcad. Quebec built 


Canada's first steam carriage and 
the local newspaper was quick to 
pronounce it "the neatest thing of 
its kind yet invented " 

The first electric automobile in 
Canada appeared on the streets of 
Toronto in December. 1893 A lo¬ 
cal company built the battery -pow ¬ 
ered vehicle for lawyer Frederick 
Fethcrstonhaugh. who proudly 
demonstrated its ability to travel to 
speeds of up to 24 km/h 

Motoring began to acquire an 
aura of glamour characterized by 
speed A three-wheel car from 
France driven bv a Quebec dentist 
reached the "dizzying" speed of 29 
km/h in an 1897 demonstration 
along Chcmin Sainte-Foy In the 
same year. George Foote Foss, a 
bicycle repairman from 
Sherbrooke, constructed Canada’s 
first gasoline driven car for his 
personal use He drove it summer 
and winter for five years, and got 
more than 80 km to the gallon 
Hami lion's Colonel John Moodic 
Jr acquired the first "mass market" 
gasoline-engine carin April. 1898 


It looked for all the world like a 
horse-drawn buggy, with the en¬ 
gine in the rear Moodic's"Winton" 
was such a novelty that he installed 
spikes around the ends to deter 
unwanted passengers. 

Despite the outrageous price tag 
of $1,000, Col Moodic contended 
that his car was cheaper to own 
than a pair of good horses In fact, 
his "horseless carriage" stayed in 
use for 15 years. 

At the turn of the century, doz¬ 
ens of small machine shops had 
blossomed into car makers, but 
many people still thought cars were 
a noisy’ and unreliable fad. 

"Infernally combust i ng engi ncs" 
became the constant butt of jokes 
and the roadside taunt of the day 
was "get a horse." In schools, a 
favorite topic of debate was "Re¬ 
solved: That the Motor-Car is Use¬ 
less. Dangerous and Ought to be 
Abolished" 

Prince Edward Island, in par¬ 
ticular. did not take kindly to auto¬ 
mobiles In 1908. the legislature 
voted toban all autos in response to 


citizens concerns about wear and 
tear to the roadway s and the terrori¬ 
zation of livestock and children 
"We're going to keep them cars out 
if we have to take a pitchfork to 
them." wrote one Island farmer. 

Canada's love alTair with the 
horseless carriagecould not be sup¬ 
pressed Ford started manufactur¬ 
ing cars in Canada in 1903 and 
Oshawa carriage maker Sam 


McLaughlin turned out the nation's 
first all-Canadian Buick in 1908 
By 1911. the T Eaton Company 
was selling automobiles by mail 
order. 

The automobile became an in¬ 
dustry. as well as a national pas¬ 
sion

McDonald Historical House” 


In 1905. construction of a house 
was not a simple matter Predating 
developments like‘Pre-fab homes 
by several decades, builder George 
McDonald faced the same dilem¬ 
mas faces by other homesteaders 
of the era Curtailed by lack of 
materials and money, he also en¬ 
dured delays he had no control 
over. Limited materials were 


shipped across great distances and 
even after supplies reached Dids- 
bury, construction of dwellings 
tended to be a laborious and costly 
undertaking 

“When people homesteaded 
they didn't have much money so 
they waited until they could afTord 
to build before going ahead with 
it,” McDonald’s niece Flora 


Peterson said. 

When materials became avail¬ 
able McDonald began the formida¬ 
ble procedure of transport to the 
building site. 

‘ ‘All the lumber had lobe hauled 
by horse and wagon.” Peterson re¬ 
membered “It was forty miles; it 
was a two day trip, one way. just to 
get out there." she said 


Peterson lived in the house as a 
youngster and remembered times 
when the house became a haven for 
travellers caught in vicious prairie 
blizzards 

“We had lots of people who 
stayed with us when they were 
stranded by the weather.” she said 
The original structure was much 
smaller than that pictured, addi¬ 


tions were built as hinds and mate¬ 
rials became available Originally 
located approximately 40 miles cast 
of Didsbury. the house was moved 
to its present site just north of the 
Sarcec Butte area in 1952
